Lo!«I>o.N. Julj- J. onicial dispatches 
received by the consular body at Shang- 
hai, an Express cable, dated Sliangliai. 
July 1, says, con6rrii In the fullest 
manner the report of the butchery of 
Baron von Kettler, the Oerman min- 
ister, on Jnne la.

Official dispatches of this ghastly 
business has created the utmost con- 
sternation among the consuls-general 
of the powers who express fears that 
waral'outrance will be declared against 
tha Fekin government The consuls 
entertain UtUe hope that any foreigners 
are left allva In the capitaL

CiTT or Maxioo, July I.— David 
Patrick, the American ill with yellow 
fever at the Ainericun hospital, has con- 
tinued to improve with the use of the 
fever berum, ami it in lioped that by to- 
morrow he will be out of danger. The 
case has aroubcd the most intense in- 
terest in medical circles, as the patient, 
when the serum was first injeottd, had 
severe spells of vomiting, and his death 
was hourly expected. He had arrived 
from a hot country with t4>e,dia«fM.

— Almost fUi.OOO,- 
000 worth of property was destroyed, 
many lives were lost, many persons 
were injured. and at least t,.S0O lives- 
were imperiled by a fire that started 
among oottok bales under pier 8 of the 
North Owaa Uoyd Steamship Com- 
pany In Hobokaa at 4 o'dook. In laaa- 
than 15 minntaa tha flaaea oororad aa 
area of a quarter of a mile long, as* 
tending outward from the actual shorO' 
line to the bulkheads, from 000 to 1,000- 
feet away, and had ignited four great- 
ocean liners ind 11 iln 1 11 111 IWOfa iOiallai' 
harbor craft in its grasp. 

Stories in regard to the loss of life are 
conflicting, the number being variously 
eetimated at from SO to 300. Twenty- 
five bodies have been recovered, bat 
they are so badly bamad that idaatita»>^ 
tlon ia impossible. 

While the fire was still bnralog th» 
woric of relief waa begun. Men eaiB«> 
to tha ofiee of tha North Oermaa Lloy4 
line almost naked and with their aloUi* 
ing ruined by the aalt water. Men who- 
bad been treated by doctore, but who- 
were not sufficiently injured as to be 
taken to hospitals, also gathered at the 
office. Every man was given money 
and clothing and taken to a temporary 
lodging house. The sailors from the 
ships lost absolutely everything they 
possessed. Fully 80 per cent, of the- 
sailors are (lermans who have no home 
and no relatives in this country. Jdoet 
of them lived la Germany. 

New Youk. .Inlyl. 'I'he losses sus- 
tained in the tire at the docks of the 
North (fcrman Lloyd Sieamship Com- 
pany at Hoboken yesterday are tonight 
conservatively placed at 110,000,000. 
The loes of life, while merely guees 
work at even this late hour, will proba* 
bly reach as high aa SOO, aad there ara 
more than 800 men in the hoepitala la 
this city, Hobokaa and Jeraey Olty 
badly burned. 

The scene of the great fire today pre- 
sented a spectacular but horrible sight. 
Over in llohokeii, \\ here two days ago 
piers reached hiuidr.-uS of feet out into 
the river and l isin:' in the air like grcit 
hills, stood, ilive v. '.ili outgoing and in- 
coining coinineroe. a great waste of 
burning and smouldering beams, with 
here and there a rtmuantof high brick 
wall, all that remains of the thousands 
of dollars* worth of property. Four 
large atorehousee of the Palmer Camp> 
bell Company were wracked, and they, 
with the piers, go to make up the ap- 
palling mass of debris that lies smok> 
ing, sluing and steaming across Nortb 
river. It covers over four city blocka 
and reaches out into the river for OMra^ 
than a thonsand feet. 

srrncii That Were Slcksalna. 

The fire boat Robert A. Van W.yck, 
which arrived on the scene first among- 
the river fire-fightiog craft, presented 
a picture of horror and ghastllneaa aa 
she lay at her dock in the Eaat river 
today. Tbedodca were eovarad witb 
eottoa, aatoratad with the blood of tha 
victims reeeoed by the brave men 
aboard. 

Pleoes of human akin clung to the 
rags, and the dreadful experience of 
the firemen of the da.v previous waa 
brought again to eyes ami mcmoriea 
which sought to forget the horrible 
spectacle. Lieut. McCinnis sai.! 

"I should say there were pas.scugera. 
aboard the 8aale. They looked like- 
passengers and surely were not mem- 
bers of the crew. They were locked 
down in the hold of the vessel aa. 
securely as ever a eoBviet waa ia»> 
priaonad In a oall. There was no aaeapa- 
for them after tha vaiaal bsgaa to taka 
water. We got thirty oat of there- 
while we were allowed to work from 
the dock. It was then that we wit- 
nessed the awful sight of human agony. 

"A hundred arms with the flesh torn 
from them and blackened with smoke, 
protruded from the small port holes, 
which were but a foot or less in diame- 
ter. If these port holes had been larger, 
sufficient to admit the pa.ssage of a hu- 
man body, thr rescues would havabeoB 
many more in number than they were. 
The thirty men we resened wero raving 
ma ni acs when we got them aboard' 
They oonld not reallae that they iwi. 
esoapad tha horribia death tlM( threat- 
ened them bat a few minutea bafore. 
In their delirium they fought aaehi 
other after they were rescued. 

"The most agonizing sight I witnessed 
was that of a woman who was burned. 
We could see her face and arms as she 
reached out and got a handful of water, 
with which she washed her face seek» 
ing to cool it and gain relief from the 
terrible heat Hhe never once uttered 
a scream. We passed her a cup of water. 
She grabbed it eagerly and drank it. She- 
could not speak English but murmured 
in a foreign tOBgoaand in atone which 
apparently deaolad that she was pray- 
ing. We spoke worda of cheer to her. 
ne boat gave a lurch, water filled tha 
eoaipartnaat wbkh the waals, and aha

Kow, however, immense pressure is 
ibeing brought to bear en the adminis- 
tration from British sources, to per- 
anade ICcXinley to send troops ixAa 
•China. It is being put up to him thatit 
Is a part of his "understanding" with 
•Great Britain that he ahall help her 
•out in her troubles. 

The fact is that Great Britain cannot 
apare troops from the Transvaal to go 
Into China. The Boers are still keep* 
ing Lord Kobert^ very busy. ,So she 
hopes to make McKinley her catspaw 
with which to rake her share of the 
Chinese cheftnuts out of the Are.

It is no mere conjecture that ex- 
Gov. Taylor, indicted as accessory to 
the murder of Gov. Goebel and chosen 

delegate to the Philadelphia conven- 
tion, ha.s an understanding with (Jov. 
Stone of I'ennsylvania. It is no mere 
inference from the fact that Gov. 
Mount haa given him protection in lae 
diana. 

Taylor's friends who are in a posi- 
tion to know, and who see no reason 
why they shoiild make any secret of 
their knowledge, declare that assur- 
ances have been given that no requisi- 
tion for him v%ill be honored while he 
is in Pennsylvania. 

This ndnii>sion warrants the as- 
sumption that like assurances have 
been received from the reptiblicau gov- 
ernor of Ohio, since It obviously would 
be unsafe for Taylor to attempt to 
pass through Ohio if there was reason 
to think Gov. Nash would honor a 
Kentucky requisition. 

^yhen the republican governors of 
three atatea Join in aheltering Taylor— 
the only atatea where there are repub- 
lican govemora in which he hashed oc- 
casion to aaek ahelter— there ia no room 
to doubt that all republican governors 
would be eqiully hoapitabla 

And when Taylor ia received as an 
honored member of the republican na- 
tional convention the attitude of the 
republican party toward the political 
assaaaination issue aa it ia repreaented 
In Kentucky cannot ba involved in 
much doubt. 

Why should the republican govern- 
ors of various states refuse to honor 
a rccjuisitioii from the go'crnor of 
Kentucky for this part icular fugif ive'.' 
Is it beeauso they l>elieve the aci-used 
will be denied justice in Kentucky ? 

They have no right to a.>-suine any 
such thing.

THE TIPPING HABIT. 



Everybody in Wash!ngton Has Be- 
come lu Abject Siave. 



A Specie* at I.PKalised Robberr froai 
Which .\o Maa or Woaiam Wh* 
la Foaa of Ceaatovt Can 
Bseape Nowaaara.

THIS might be called a atory of 
highway robbery, or, better, a 
story of legalised larceny. 
So long as a man ia robbed, and ays- 
lematically mulcted, it makca little 
dilTerence to him wliat form of opera- 
tion may be adopted by the robber. 
The purse which contains a dollar may 
be taken at night by a burglar, or it 
may be taken at midday by a bandit, 
at the point of a pistol; and the meth- 
od wakes no difference to the one who 

0. wns the purse, but is obliged to give 
it up 

"1 am paying .$:>2 every year in order 
to secure civility and fair treatment," 
said a permanent glle^t nt one of the 
leading hotels of tlii^ city this after- 
noon. -I haixl a silver dollar to my 
vaiter every Saturday night. Hecause 
of that fact the waiter looks out for 
me. gets my nu-als ready for me, an- 
ticipates my wants and makes things 
jdeasant for me in the dining-room. If 
1 happen to take a friend to dinner 
with me my waiter is promptly on 
hand, bowing low and doing his best 
to help me entertain nij- friend. Other 
boarders ai our hotel reieive only 
su<'li -I i v^c e ,1- the «:iiter> are com- 
pelled to givo tliem, and often they 
mffer numerous discoiii tesies, which 
are exceedingly disagreeable in the 
presence of others." 

.\ dollar every Saturday night is not 
much money, but it amounts to a fine 
suit of clothes every year, with shoes 
and hat thrown in. To the negro 
waiter it amounts to half of his house 
rent; and every waiter usually has 
four or five guests who pay about tlie 
same amount for special services,- al- 
though the hotel proprietors pay from 
$12 to ISO per month, and board, to 
good waltera. 

The saloons and hotel bar-rooms In 
this city are eloaedon Sunday, by law. 
but regular patrons of hotel iMU^rooms 
are alwaya aerved with liquor, on the 
quiet, and the police department aeema 
to be unable or unwilling to aeal thoae 
piacea. On laat Sunday afternoon the 
writer obaerved two colored highway- 
men collecting tolls from these drink- 
ing men. There Is a door in a prom- 
inent hotel which opens the way to a 
small dark room adjoining the bar- 
room. On either sick of that door 
hXaoA a bell boy, in the hotel uniform. 
When each drinking man approached 
one of the bell boys o|)ened the door 
!uid escorted the visitor to a seat in 
the private room. Then, taking his 
order, the bi-ll boy would bring him 
the required drink and a card with the 
pi ice marked upon it. The customer in 
each instance not only paid for bis 
drink, but gave the bell boy live or 
ten cents for his service. If any man 

1, hoiil(l neglect to give tip this "til)" 
to the servant, on tlie following Sun- 
day he would be told that the bar 
coulil not be opened, or some otiier dis- 
courtesy would be shown him. 

>'ow everyboily will be disposed to 
nay that it serves a drinking roan right 
to l)e mulctedj that way, for violating 
ilie law as well as for drinking on Sun- 
day, but that is a separate thought al- 
together. The fact remains that the 
"tip" is required for that kind of serv- 
ice, and it is robbery. 

The hotel guest referred to above 
gave a further bit of information which 
was interesting. He said: "For some 
time I could not get my rooms put in 
order early la the day. The ehamber* 



a table «i Muut having ■ ven the rout* 
tesy of a l>ill of fare being liaMcleij to 
him .\s >or>u as the waiters know 
that the guest will, even occ.isiona lly, 
gi^e ii|) a dime or a quarter, they 
lia.>ten to attend to his wants as 
soon as he enters the door. 

There was a great railway magnate 
stopping at one of our hf)tels a couple 
of yi ars ago during an entire session 
of congress. lie was Interested in 
legislation in\ol\ing ninny millions of 
dollars. Wli. 1 e\er his liell rang the 
bell boys made great haste to an- 
swer it, because on every call he gave 
up half a dollar. One evening two 
of the bell boys htid a tight in the 
hotel oiTice on that account. The 
rangn&te's bell rang, and two boys 
startedi to answer iu £ach claimed 
that it was "his turn" to anawer that 
bell, because each of them wanted 
the half dollar which would be forth* 
coming. They wrangled and finally 
came to blows, and both of them were 
discharged. Meanwhile another bellboy 
answered tha «all; and the magnate, 
being particularly in a hurry, gave 
the lucky fellow a dollar. 

Everybody knows that thia condi- 
tion is wrong, and some good people 
declare that they uriU pay their ho- 
tel bills, and will pay nothing to the 
servants. But, no matter whether it 
is wrong or not, the fact remains that 
the condition exists, and those who

In the barber shop of a hotel one 

day recently the %vriter noticed that 
the .shop boy failed to brush the coat 
of one of the customers, although he 
diligently brushed the apparel of 
others. The proprietor of the shop 
was asked about It, and he replied: 
"Of course the boys cannot live with- 
out money. I pay them no .salary, 
and they live r)ri \\\\\\\ -tips' they can 
pick up. That man has never given 
line nickel to the shop boys, and they 
needn't brush him if tliev ilon't want 
to. He is too mean to live." 

What do you think of that? The 
pro|)rietor backs the lifiys in their 
work of preying on tiie public He 
considers him a mean man who does 
not gi\e aivay monc\ to suppnrt the

maid on my fioor assured me that It 
was impossible for her to get around 
to my apartments earlier than noon; 
she had so much work to do. Hut w hen 
1 began giving her a two dollar bill 
at the end of eac h month she gave my 
rooms earlier attention, so tliat now 
I am well fixed and comfortably enti'r- 
tuined. I pay the hotel $L',"jO jier month, 
but I am oliliged to pay for every atten- 
tion wliii h 1 receive. Kven the b.irber, 
Wliovc price for a shave is 1.1 cents, ex- 
pects a (|uarter of a dollar; and he 
jvts it, lifcause if he did not I would 
get buielu-reil instead of barbcreii." 

'I'tie ^y.teui of giving "tips" prc- 
vuiU lo a griater or less extent all 
over the world, but in no city it 
more rigorously and extensively jirae- 
ticed than in thia national capital. 
All of the servantaare negroes, and they 
work together with the view of get- 
ting all of the extra money the guests 
eau be hurried into giving up to them. 
Xot only in the hotela, but in the 
restaurants, they expect and practi- 
cally demand extra pay for services 
rendered. The man about town who 
takes his meals regularly at any par* 
tibular restaurant ia soon singled out 
by all the waltera; and if he doesn't 
Imljr five k* mag Mt la loaeliaess at 



lioys who ought to be paid by their 
employer. .Moreover, the hotel ju-o- 
prietors wink at the coiidiu t of their 
w aiter.-. eliaml»-riuaids and other em- 
ployes. Wlu'U any guest complains 
at the hotel otHce he is smilingly aa- 
sured that all faulta shall be currect- 
ed, but nothing is done. The propri- 
etors, and head clerks, and room 
clerks, and head waiters all conspire 
to continue the system of larceny. 

One of our prominent statesmen, 
who is a man uf great wealth, will 
attend the Paris exposition, accom- 
panied uy his family, very soon after 
the adjournment of congress. In 
private conversation concerning the 
propoeed trip he said: "The robl>ers 
in Paris will reap rich harvests thia 
year. In addition to my regular ex- 
penaea, which will be rather large, I 
have act aside 91,000 to be used In 
'tips' for the garcona. That will 
probably be enough to oover expenses 
of that character. I not only fee 
the waiters and all employes in sight, 
but I give money to the head cook and 
assistant cooks, whom the general 
public never see. My waiters will 
then tell the cook for whom the or- 
ders are given, and my meals will 
come upon the table iu perfect con- 
dition to tempt the njipetite. and 
everything will be clean.

Thus, you see, the people recognize 
the evil, and pander to it. l>ei au>e even 
the wealthy seem to he powerless in 
the handb of these robbers wlui stand 
athwart the liighway and demand your 
monej' or threaten your discomfort. 
There is a senator of whom mention 
has often been made in these columns 
aa one of the bravest of brave men, 
who resides at a hotel with I i ivKe 
and two daughters. He pays $7,")C) jier 
month for rooms and board. Hut the 
bell boys of the hotel know that when- 
ever his bell rings, no matter whether 
it is tlie senator or a member of his 
family, a silver quarter will be forth- 
coming every time. Only by thus pan- 
dering to the rascally condition can he 
be always sure of prompt and faithful 
attention. 

Take the advice of experience, and 
when you come to the national capital 
be prepared to be robbed. It .urlli be 
useless for you to set your foot down 
and declare aa emphatically as Mr. 
Bowser that you will never submit to 
such extortion. It will be useless for 
you to complain to the hotel proprietor 
orauuiager. If you lannt prompt servw 
Ice and eeurteoua treatment nndar all 
dreumstances, you will submit meek* 
ly. Otherwise you will have cold rolls 
and Inkevrarm coffee or tea, cold roaat 
or overdone steak or chops, and exaa- 
pai»UnfI>- dilatory service.

I u a speech delivered in the house 
of representatives on the td Inst. Con- 
gressman Clayton, of Alabama, proved 
by facts and figures that while trusts 
have been the beneficiaries of McKin- 
ley "prosperity," farmera have been 
its victims. 

The Year Book of the department 
of agriculture for iaM« which haa Juat 
been iaaued,ahow8 that tne farm prod^ 
uoto and farm animala in iSM, al- 
though vaatljr inoreaacd in quantity 
alnee 1800^ had fallen off in value to 
the extent of $700,989,071. Thia only 
eounta aa farm products com, wheat, 
oata, barley, rye, buckwheat, pota- 
toes hay and cotton. If the fnrm 
products of 1890 had brought the same 
prices aa did the same products in 
1P90 they would have brought more 
than th<'y did by the sum of $2,609,- 
4:iT,5Sl. 

The farmers raised 1.013. fXlii.fKiO more 
bushels of produce in ISti'.i tli.in they 
(Wd in I.'i'X). and yet this produce was 
worth $-Jl).'5.00a,OOiic less tlian was the 
smaller crop of IS'io. 'Ihis only cal- 
culates the cereals. 

The farmers of the l iiitcd States 
ere paying more for all tiny I'onsume 
than they were when the jiresent ad'- 
ministratiiin went into jiower on 
March 4, lh!)7, and have lost dKiringthe 
present administration nearly $2,000,- 
OOO.OOOby t he dcpclin,. ill prices of farm 
products. In this calculation the sta- 
tistics of IS'JT, the nrst year of the 
present administration, arc used'. 

The wheat in the farmers' hands in 
1SD7 was valued! a t $42S,.',47.121. The 
wheat in the farmers' handn in 1899 
was valued at $319,545,259. The farm- 
ers lost $109,000,000 in the value of 
wheat alone, and yet the yield of 
wheat waa increased. 

The value of the cotton crop in 
\m was $319,000,000, and It had fallen 
off $14,000,000 the next year, while 
the crop of 1890 is not yet calculated. 

The average price of wheat in 1807 
waa 80.8 centa a buahel, while in 1890 
It waa only S8.4 cents a bushel. 

These are the figures given by the 
republican secretary of agriculture, 
and it cannot be said that they were 
concocted for a democratic campaign 
argument. 

By the decline In the pri<'e of their 
products the farmers have lost $2,f>cii),- 
000,000 since McKinIey'.s inauguration, 
while in IS09 alone the prices of trust- 
purchnscd fabrics advanced .!,; l-.'i jier 
cent. ■Simultaneously with a cheapen- 
ing of thi> things he raises lo scdi.ihe 
things the farmer must bin become 
dearer. lit control of both liraiiclies 
of congress and) of the e\i-ciiti\e <U'- 
(Midiieiil. it was wilhiii ilie power of 
the repuldican party to losen the 
price of triist-mndc goods b\ repeal- 
ing, or aiithori/ing th" president to 
suspend, the duties on similar im- 
porfi'd goods. Hut this power the par- 
ty did not exercise. It re f r.i i iied' be- 
i-aiise it wanted the pe. imi.ii i ^ up- 
port of the trusts in tti.- iii>iuiig 
campaign, and if it cri|>;ded tli> trusts 
by withdrawing the protection that 
sustains them it would not have re- 
ceived' it.

It preferred lo Infiict Injus- 
tice upon the farmers, to continue the 
condition.'* which while forcing down 
the things the farmer sells forces up 
the things he must buy. 

Nevertheless, after thus discriminat- 
ing against mm and in favor of the 
combinations that are dishonestly ap- 
propriating the fruits of his tabor, the 
party will have the effrontery to ask 
the farmer for his vote. The trusts 
would not support the party it it had 
legislated in the intereats of the soil 
tlllera and against them. Why should 
the farmer support the party when it 
has legislated for the trusts and 
against him? The trusts are pros- 
perous because they act concert edly 
in rewarAng their friends and pun- 
ishing their enemies. Farmers ami 
others, who, unprotected, must sell 
their labor or the products of their 
labor In open competition, can ex[>e- 
rience i)ros|M'rity only by emulating 
the trust example.
